Top "Know How” In Beef And Dairy 
“Give” To Glades Cattlemen At Meet 


Newcomers to the Glades and 
visitors who have been accus- 
tomed to using silage and hay 
go into ecstacies over the possi- 
bilities of both items in beef 
and dairy production, from 
Glades grasses and forages. 

There's a catch, however — 
moisture — moisture for sure 
at night, and at other times 
when least expected, for curing 
hay. Conditions have not, up to 
now, contributed to the success- 
ful use of silage. 

Two efforts at  articicially 
drying our succulent grasses to 
а low moisture content as a base 
for dairy feed, and as a supple- 
ment in beef cattle fattening. 

Due to the high moisture con- 
tent of our most valuable for- 
age in its most advantageous 
stage of growth, mechanical de- 
watering has been used to bring 
the moisture down to a practical 
level for artificial drying. 

One group is making pellets 
and wafers of the dried mater- 
ial. 

Successes and problems of 
these various feeds were discus- 
sed by scientists at the Field 
Day, held at the Station on last 
Wednesday. 

Fertilization, weed control, 
forages and types of pastures for 
cattlemen were among the sub- 
jects discussed. Management 
practices and dry-lot feeding 
were reported on. 

Veterinarians problemis and 
the functions of the Florida 
Livestock Diagnostic Laboratory 
were given to the visitors. 

More than 200 folks enjoyed 
a barbecue lunch served by the 
Cattlemen's Association, and a 


field trip was taken to allow 
visiting cattlemen to see just 
what is happening. 

Kent Price presided at the 
morning session, with Dr. Chap- 
man presenting the scientists 
and professional panelists in the 
afternoon. 

Many compliments were paid 
the Everglades Experiment Sta- 
tion and its staff on the thor- 
oughness of sciehtific knowledge 
combined in the program partic- 
ipants, and the practical ‘utility 
of the type of information dis- 
tributed.

Is Florida A Retirement State? 


Florida's status as the Mecca 
Ófor older people is a popular 
view based on exaggeration, 
reports a University of Florida 
economist. 


Dr. John N. Webb, in the 
July "Economic Leaflet,” cre- 
dits Florida's advance to one 
of the "big" population states 
in the last decade as being pri- 
marily due to the influx of 
people under 65. He points out 
that Florida has gained a sub- 
stantial increase in the labor 
force group 18 to 44 years of 
age, while most other states in 
the nation showed a deficit in 
this age group. 

Florida is first in the nation 
proportionately in population 
growth due {о net migration, 
but the popular belief that re- 
tirees are primarily responsible 
for this growth is challenged 
by Dr. Webb. 

Comparing age compositions 
of state populations with fig- 
ures taken from the March, 
1960, “Current Population Re- 
port,” and Census Bureau esti- 
mates, he shows that while 
Florida's elderly population 
doubled between 1950 and 1958 
the total population of the state 
doubled as well. Dr. Webb says 
this clearly indicates that the! 
majority of Florida's increase | 
in population is coming from) 
groups under 65. 

In 1950, Florida had 235,000| 
persons aged 65 or older, only 
8.6 per cent of her total popu- 
lation. This was the same per- 
centage held by California, Dr. 
Webb says. 

He points out that the na- 
tional percentage of elderly 
people was only 8.1 in 1950,! 
Eight years later, the Census! 
Bureau estimates showed at! 
least two other states with high | 
percentages of elderly residents | 
than Florida, in spite of an in-| 
crease of 1.6 percentage points 
in Florida's elderly population. 

These facts, includes Dr. Webb | 
do not justify the common opin- | 
ion that Florida is a “retire-/ 
ment" state. 

In addition to his study of 
age composition, Dr. Webb's art- 
icle shows that Florida's popu- 
lation gains in the 1950's stand 
ahead of those made by such 
industrial states as Ohio, New 
York, Michigan, and Illinois, 
Brevard County (Cape Canaver- |

Florida's industrial тапк, 
however, is far down the list 
from her population rank, says 
Dr. Webb. The 1958 Census of 
Manufactures lists Florida 
twenty-third in terms of em- 
ployment in industry. 

He says Florida’s geography 
and resource endowments are 
road blocks to rapid industri 
ization. The expected urbani- 
zation increase from 65 percent 
in 1950, to 75 percent in 1960, 
reflects strong growth in local- 
ized industry, Webb says. 

The abundance of workers 
who have moved to Florida be- 
cause of its resources for good 
living should insure that fut- 
ure expansion of industry, trade 
and service activities will not 
suffer from shortages of work- 
ers, says the report.

"Other monies received Ъу 
these governments in Florida 
include federal grants, unem- 


utility revenue, together а- 
mounting to $315 million. Thus 
these governments in the state 
received a grand total of $1,350, 
500,000 during the 1959 fiscal 
year. Expenditures for all pur- 
poses, including capital outlay, 
amounted to $1,442,100,000. 

“Ву the end of the year, the 
outstanding state - local debt 
came to $1,506,000,000, or $316 
per capita. Twenty states had a 
higher per capita debt figure 
than Florida and the national 
averages was $364. 

"Cash and security holdings 
by state-local governments in 
Florida in mid-1959 stood at 
$960 million." {
